One of the conclusions to be 
drawn he held, was that collective 
agreements should be drawn up for 
almilar areas of employment, regard- 
less of whether the employer is the 
State, the Histadrut or a private 
firm. He also urged organizational 
reform in the Histadrut 90 ag to 
provide the workers with direct re- 
presentation in its policy-making 
bodies, 


(Mr. Ben-Aharon caused tempers 
to flare when he charged that one 
cause of atrikes waa the inequity 
in the allocation of national income, 
and the constant erosion of Workers, 
purchasing power, particularly 
men and women in service occupa- 
tions. He advocated ending the lin- 
kage between wage groups, and 
proposed that the strikers be invit- 
ed to this forum which would nego- 
tlate with them. 

‘When Mr, Ben-Aharon quoted fi- 
gures to demonstrate the drop in 
Wage-earners’ share of the national 
income, Mr. Sapir shouted at him: 
“Ben-Aharon's figures are false and 
distort the situation.” This nettled 
Mr.. Ben-Aharon sufficiently to re- 
tort: “Of courwe only your figures 
are the right ones, aren't they?” 
Mrs. Melr, springing to Mr. Sapir’s 
Gefence, interjected: “The figures 
given out by Ministries are certainly 
not false.” To this Mr. Ben-Aharon 
replied: “They may not be false, 
but neither are they sacred.” 

Mr. Almogi proposed that he meet 
the strikers and seek to persuade 
them to go back to work. If they re- 
fused he proposed to submit to 
Sunday’s Cabinet meeting an ad hoc

He informed the meeting that his

‘Science writers, commenting on 
the flight of the ‘three-man Salyut 
space station now in its 13th day, 
said the fight portends major new 
developments in the use of space for 
economic purposes. : 

Yevgeny Khrunov, a cosmonaut 
and research engineer who flew 
aboard Soyuz 35 in 1969, said there 
are some manufacturing processes 
which can be carried out only in 
the weightless vacuum of space. 
“Factories in space is a dream that 
does not seem so unreal,” he sald. 
‘On the contrary, in the future 
orbital factories willbecome as or- 
dinary as our earth plants.” 

He said that “in the not so dis- 
tant future” there will be space 
stations with crews of as many as 
22 men. “If you put several such 
Stations together you wil have a 
base of 50 to 100 persons, with 
moorings for transport ships.” — 

Scientific commentaries, written 
in connection with the Salyut mis- 
sion, discussed ambitious future 
plans for building stations thet will 
produce perfectly round ball bear- 
ings and special metal-plastic’ al- 
loys. Georgi Dobrovolsky, Vladislav 
Volkov and Viktor Patsayev have 
spent 13 days in orbit so far, most 
of the time on board the first man- 
med orbital space station, Salyut. 
They have made more than 160 
orbits of the earth.

Later in the day, the drivers’ re- 
presentatives met Mumicipality and 
Histadrut officials and signed a 
work agreement whereby the “norms 
and premiums” laid down for dri- 
vers by the Productivity Institute 
will be applied to the Beersheba 
drivers from October 1, 1971. A 
parity committee will be set up to 
backdate the increased payments to 
the beginning of this year. 

Mr. Shlomo Yisraeli, Director of 
Beersheba’s municipal bus services, 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
drivers till now earned an average 
L1,523 gross per month, plus 4 
“483th month” salary, 11.250 a year 
clothing allowance, paid vacations 
and other fringe benefits. He said

Dr. Geltner admitted that the 
sanitation conditions in the hospital 
were deteriorating, but “‘not to the 
extent where they constitute any 
danger to the patients. But the 
situation has 8. highly depressing 
effect on the medical staff.” 

At the Tel Hazhomer children’s 
‘wards, medical services, incl 
fresh linen and food, continued yes- 
terday as usual. 

‘Dr. Gideon Manelis, chairman of 
the 1,000-strong Government Doctors 
Association, whose members started 
their strike yesterday, told The Jeru- 
saiem Post: “We will not return to 
‘work until all our claims have been 
settled. We will not return to work 
while negotiations are gomg on.” 

‘Dr. Manelia said that no “job- 
freezing order” would have any 
effect on the striking doctors “We 
are working ag usual in the wards; 
we are not working in the clinica — 
but we are not obliged to work 
there under our work contract.” He 
added that the doctors would wel- 
come any “arbitration law, as sug- 
gested by Labour Minister Almogi, 
as long as it 18 based on the prin- 
ciple of equal pay for equal work.” 

‘He pointed out that ‘some heads 
of departments in Kupat Holim get 
8. car allowance of 1480 a month 
if they work in outlying districts, 
while Government doctors doing the 
same work get about one-tenth this 
amount.” Moreover, a Kupat Holim 
doctor, Hving in Afula, gets a “five- 
room, air-conditioned flat, with a 
gas burner and a2 refrigerator, for 
about 1.30 a month.” 

Dr. Manelis stressed that Kupat 
Holm could afford to grant these 
extra benefits only ‘because the 
“Government covers about half of 
Kupat Holim's budget, either through 
a direct gubsidy, or by forcing em- 
ployera to pay the contributory’ Ails- 
tadrut fee. 

‘Tf the public knew that ita taxes 
were leading to discrimination be- 
tween Goverument and Kupat Holim 
doctors, it would react,” he sald. 

At the Haifa Government hospi- 
tal, Bamban. ar director, Dr. 
Moshe er, yesterday that 
he did not expect the hospital would 
be able to carry on for more than 
ἃ few days. ‘The situation is get- 
Bag more serious by the hour,” he 

He noted that about 30 per cent 
of the 600 patients had been sent 
home, “And these are patients who 
need hospital treatment.”.

Patients told The Post that 
they were sleeping without sheets, 
or with dirty ones, and some are 
getting sheets from their homes. 
“The filth is impossible. We had to 
put 8 woman who had her leg am- 
putated back intu a urine-stained 
bed, because we had no clean sheet 
for her, although she has to have 
a perfectly clean bed,” a nurse told 
your reporter. The patients also had 
no towels, and the hospital litter 
is being removed only once a day, 
insufficient to prevent filth accumu- 
lating.

ASHDOD. — The Regional Labour 
Court at Beersheba yesterday issued 
8 temporary injunction forbkding 
the Ashdod port foremen from car- 
rying out their “sanctions” today, 
as threatened. 

The three-man court, presided 
over by Judge Menahem Goldberg, 
gave as its reasoning the harm 
which the foremen’s sanctions could 
do other workers at the port and 
the economy of the country as a 
whole. The court pointed out that 
the foremen were duty-bound to 
submit any claims to the Regional 
Court for decision.
